No Bombs on 
China Unless 
UN Gives O.K. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
4—(AP)— 


President Truman said today that 
United States forces will not 
bomb China without United Na- 
tions sanction. 


He made this clear at a news 


conference in which he again ex- 
pressed hope that a third World 
War can be avoided this year. 


He also said, in response to 


questions as to what point would 
have to be reached before he 
would have to consult congress 
on a declaration of war, that if 
the proper 
time 
arrived, the 


proper action would be taken. 


Hopes to Avert War 


He hopes the time will never 


come when he would have to ask 
for a declaration of war, he said, 
adding that the time has not 
come yet. 


He said the action in Korea is 


proceeding under the direction of 
the 
United Nations 
and this 


country is always willing to ne- 
gotiate. 


But, as to the Russian reply to 


a proposal for a big four foreign 
ministers conference, he said he 
would stand 
by 
Secretary of 


State Acheson's statement yester- 
day. 


Secretary Acheson said yester- 


day that further clarification is 
needed as to what the Russians 
are proposing. He said the Rus- 
sian note appears to only restate 
the Soviet position that the min- 
isters should meet to discuss 
German questions. 


Fulfilling Obligations 


Mr. Truman emphasized that 


the United States is not formally 
at war, and he added we are car- 
rying out our obligations to the 
United Nations. 


At the Pentagon today, Secre- 


tary of Defense Marshall said the 
Situation in Korea is developing 
"almost exactly as anticipated 
and that U. N. forces have been 
deployed to meet this anticipa- 
tion." 


Controls Across-the-Board 
If Necessary, Says 


Washington, Jan. 4.—(AP)—President Truman said today across- 


the-board price and wage controls are going: to be put on whenever 
necessary and possible as soon as it can be done.

Requires Legislation 


Truman noted that it would re- 


quire legislation to clamp controls 
on food, but said that as soon as 
it is physically possible wage-price 
controls will be set wherever it is 
legally possible. 


Asked if he would seek to 


amend a 1950 law v.'hich restricts 
controls on food prices, Truman 
replied by suggesting that report- 
ers wait for his "state of the 
union" message next Monday. 


Truman will deliver this mes- 


sage in person to a joint session 
of the senate and house. 


It is customary for the state of 


the union message to sketch in 
broad outlines what the president 
wants from congress. 


The 
1950 defense production 


law, which gave Truman wage and 
price control powers, stipulates 
that price ceilings on farm prod- 
ucts must not be lower than 
(A) The highest prices in the 
month before the war in Korea 
or (B) "Parity" prices—which- 
ever were higher. Parity is a stan- 
dard set by federal farm laws and 
declared to be fair to both farmers 
and consumers. The parity price 
rises and falls with changes in the 
prices of things farmers buy. 


Admits Costs High 


Truman remarked during his 


discussion that rising costs of food 
had contributed to the rising cost 
of living. 


Before there can be across-the- 


board controls, he said, an amend 
ment to the defense production act 
will be required for controls on 
farm products. 


He emphasized that eventually 


it would be necessary for full, 
across-the-board controls. 


As for rationing, he said we will 


have to cross that bridge when we 
get to it.

His com- 
mittee will begin hearings on Jan. 
18.

ice extension will be asked.

Police Costs 
In Dixon Are 
Below Average 


Dixon taxpayers have a smaller 


annual bill for police protection 
than do residents of most other 
cities of its size in the United 
States. 
This is shown in data 


gathered by the International City 
Managers Association for its cur- 
rent Municipal Year Book. 


The bill for the local police 


department came to $46,100 last 
year, equivalent to $3-57 for each 
resident of the city. 
In other 


communities of relative size, 10,000 
to 25,000, the 
cost 
of 
police 


operations came to 
$5.19 
per 


capita. 
Nationally, for all cities 


of 10,000 population and over, the 
average cost 
was 
S8.04 
per 


capita. 


Payroll 87 Percent 


Most of the cost of operating 


police departments is for wages 
and salaries, which constitute al- 
most 84 percent of the total, 
excluding retirement payments*. 
In Dixon, the part budgeted for 
payroll is 87 percent. 


An examination of beginning

patrolmen on 
municipal 
police 


forces shows that a wide range 
exists. In Dixon's size group, the 
medium entrance salary is 52,520 
a vear and the maximum. $2.760, 
including cost of living additions. 
Local patrolmen started at S2.340 
and had a top of $2,580 as of the 
beginning of this year.

In proportion to its size. Dixon 


tias fewr police employes than 
most. With 16 full-time officers 
and civilians on the payroll, the 
local department ha,s a personnel 
of 1.24 for every 3,000 residents.

The comparisons, it is noted, 


do not take into account that some 
cities, with unusually heavy traffic 
to handle, or with other special 
local problems, need more police 
than they would otherwise.

in a giant pincers movement aimed 
at shoving United Nations troops 
into the Yellow Sea at Inchon, 
Seoul's big port 18 miles to the 
west.

strength were across the Han and 
fighting an allied unit on* mil* 
west of Seoul at 11 a. m. (8 p. m. 
CST, Wednesday).

Attack Roadblocks 


Two allied roadblocks were re- 


ported under attack. Their loca- 
tions were not given. 


The swift followup of the Reds' 


seizure of the flame-swept South 
Korean capital—the crossing of 
the frozen Han—underlined Gen- 
eral MacArthur's report on th« 
danger of a pincers enveloping 
Inchon. 


2t was from an arr-phibious land- 


ing at Inchon that the allies 
crushed most of the North Korean 
Red army in a vise last Septem- 
ber. Seoul was retaken from th« 
Reds then and the Korean war 
seemed in its final phases. 


"Endless Manpower" 


But the sheer weight of shriek- 


ing and seemingly endless Chinese 
Red manpower forced allied troops 
to quit the ancient, 
devastated 


South Korean capita! today. 


They blew the last bridges over 


the frozen Han river at 
noon. 


Nearby Kimpo airfield was aban- 
doned after its installations went 
up in an awesome tower of smoke 
and flame. 


A United Nations fleet stood off 


the west coast ready to evacuate 
U. N. forces south and west of 
Seoul. 


Seoul Deserted 


Only a frightened fragment of 


Seoul's normal 1.500,000 popula- 
tion remained in the ruined city.

counties. 


He wants one quarter of the 


counties' share to go to the town- 
ships until they consolidate their 
road districts, but not for more 
than three years in any case. 


"Although I much prefer volun- 


tary consolidation, conditions and 
difficulties vary, and financial in- 
ducements provide a compelling 
incentive," the Democratic gov- 
ernor said. 


It Lost Before 


In 1949, a different five cent gas 


tax plan barely passed the senate 
and was crushed by the house. It 
proposed this split of revenues: 
State 36 percent,' cities 30, Cook 
county 11, downstate counties 12 
and townships 11 percent.

cans agreed that a tax boost was 
needed for roads but Walker But- 
ler, (R-Chicago) majority whip, 
said he wanted to study whether 
two cents more was needed.

Far East Needs Swift Decisions, Action 


Allied military leaders concede that the Red Chinese can 


throw us out of Korea if they are willing 'to pay the cost 
in blood. 
But it's apparent we do not intend to make things easy 


for them 
Forces committed to Korea are staying there. 


The Reds will have to pay for every mile they advance. More 
than that, we've instituted an economic blockade of China. 


These measures are short even of the limited warfare 


the U S was contemplating a few weeks back. Then our mili- 
tary men were thinking about air bombardment and sea 
blockade of mainland China. But British distaste for such 
steps helped to discourage use of that plan. 
The overriding fear among the western powers is, of 


course, that they might become involved in a general war 
with Red China and thus have to leave more vital Europe 
largely undefended. 
. 
But while they are agreed on how far NOT to go in that 


direction, they are much less clear of purpose about the 
course they have chosen as a substitute. 
What will happen if UN armies are tossed out of Korea? 


What do we do then? 
Most western leaders feel that all southeast Asia will 


ultimately fall to the Communists as a consequence of total 
Allied defeat in Korea. They believe Indo-China the key to 
this area, and do not see how that country can be held against 
Red forces actively aided by their Chinese neighbors. 


If this estimate is right, then how far do we allow our- 


selves to be pushed back from Asian shores? 
Recently U. S. and British military planners decided 


that Japan, like industrial Europe, must be held in west- 
ern hands. They argued it would be dangerous to western 
safety to permit Japanese industry to come under Red con- 
trol If that is to be the decision, then it becomes quickly evi- 
dent that we must hold the Philippines, the Marianas, Oki- 
nawa and the other islands which protect Japan's flanks. 


Formosa's role in such a defensive scheme must be re- 


examined. The British appear not to be convinced it is a 
vital link in the chain, and Americans are still debating the 
issue among themselves. 
Another knotty question to be faced is the possible re- 


arming of Japan for its own defense. If western estimates of 
their limited manpower resources are accurate, we need 
very man we can enlist on the Allied side. It's difficult to 
see how we can muster ample strength for our Pacific out- 
posts without Japanese aid. 
Lake every other critical decision facing the West these 


days, time is of the essence. If we don't make up our minds 
swiftly and then act as speedily on our decisions, it may be 
too late.

Psychotherapy (which Is mental 


treatment administered by brain 
specialists), rest,

are often helpful and have brought 
thousands^ back to normal. Al- 
though much still has to be learn- 
ed about causes, prevention and 
treatment of the various kinds of 
mental diseases, progress is al- 
ready far advanced and even bet- 
ter results will surely come.

"In a recent column you wrote 


about the worst canasta play ever 
made," a San Diego reader re- 
minds me. "I could nominate a 
few of my own plays to compete 
with it, but that is not the pur- 
pose of this letter. What I do want 
to know is exactly what is the 
worst type of play that canasta 
players make more or less regular- 
ly?" 


There are three or four plays 


that seem to fit into this category, 
but I have one particular hate: the 
taking of a two-card discard pile. 
Whenever one of my partners 
makes this play, the eventual cost 
always seems to be terrific, t isn't 
so much that we lose points on 
that hand; it's that xve'd have done 
so much better if my partner had 
just been willing to let the pile 
grow a little. 


When the discard pile consists of 


only two cards, it means that your 
partner took it at his previous turn 
to play. Hence one of the cards 
in the two-card pile is his discard 
—a card that he probably has no 
use for. At best, therefore, you 
gain only the one card at the top 
of the pile, 


Of course, if this card gives you 


a natural canasta, I can't really 
criticize you too much for taking 
it. Even then, however, the play 
is by no means open-and-shut. 


The point is that if your partner 


has just picked up the discard pile, 
the chances are that your side can 
keep control of the pile, that you 
can keep picking it up until the 
hand comes to an end. When that 
is true, there is no need to rush 
matters. You can afford to let the 
pile grow; it won't get away from 
you. 


You may feel that the previous 


discard (in a two-card pile) is a 
bird in the hand, while the doubt- 
ful card on top of the stock pile is 
a bird in the bush. Actually, the 
reverse is the case.

State Police Chief Thomas 
J. 


O'Donnell announced 
today an 


auxiliary police force is being: set 
up for civil defense duties through- 
out Illinois. 


O'Donnell said 1,000 men—bank- 


ers, undertakers, skilled and un- 
skilled laborers and the like -have 
been recruited and will be given 
special training. 


"We'll probably go out after an- 


other 1,000 later on," O'Donnell 
told a. reporter. "We will train as 
many as we can during the next 
year or so."

O'Donnell said he has assigned 


a police captain and a lieutenant 
whose sole duties will be devoted 
to civil defense for Illinois. 


The training period for the first 


1,000 
auxiliary volunteers will be 


indefinite, running perhaps seven 
months or more, he said. 


They will receive training: in one 


of the 14 state police districts 
nearest their homes. The instruc- 
tions will be held one or two nights 
a week.

editorials analyzed the issues. On 
both, sides of the Atlantic, and in 
the Orient as well, speeches, state- 
ments and broadcast reaction rose 
like sparks from the central fire. 


Debate Touched Off 


The debate was touched off by 


four prominent Americans, who 
spoke at intervals of about a week 
apart. 


They were former President Her- 


bert Hoover; John Foster Dulles, 
Republican advisor on foreign pol- 
icy; Thomas E. Dewey, governor of 
New York and Joseph P. Kennedy, 
former ambassador to Great Bri- 
tain. 


All four surveyed the resources, 


military, political and economic, of 
:he Communist world and 
the 


western 
democracies. 
All 
four 


noted advantages and disadvan- 
tages in geography for both sides. 


They agreed on many factors in 


the equation. 


But they disagreed sharply on 


these questions: 


1. What is the relative value, 


to the United States, of our pres- 
ent allies if war comes? 


2. How much, if any, men and 


money should we continue to 
place tn Europe? 


3. Where shall Americans look 


for the hope of survival? 


On the first point, this Is what 


they said: 


Hoover asserted that "the prime 


obligation of defense of western 
Europe rests upon the nations of 
Europe. America 
cannot create 


their spiritual forces; we cannot 
buy them with money." 


John Foster Dulles and Governor 


Dewey disagreed with this sum- 
mation. Neither made direct ref- 
erence to Hoover or his address. 


On the same issue of America's 


allies, Dewey said: 


"If our own ideals of freedom 


in the world did not require it, the 
stark necessities of self-preserva- 
tion would demand that we develop 
and keep strong, brave allies. We 
shall make united and mighty the 
forces of the free world, and swift- 
ly, or we shall soon be isolated and 
left to die." 


Our Friends Fewer 


Kennedy, however, said: "We 


have far fewer friends than we did 
in 1945." 


Those were the four views on 


the question of the value of west- 
em Europe to the United States 
in case of war. 


Divergent views, too. came on 


the question of whether more men 
and money should be furnished to 
western Europe. 


Mr. Hoover: "To warrant our 


further aid they should show they 
have spiritual strength and unity 
to avail themselves of their own 
resources." 


Dulles said: "Solitary defense is 


never impregnable." 
The western 


world must be in position to deter 


a Russian attack, he said, or ef- 
Actively to counter-attack if it • 
comes 


Mr. Kennedy: "It is idle to talk

On the third key question—a 


program for survival—the views of 
all four varied, in basis, and in 
degree. 


Governor Dewey called for stay- 


ing ahead in the development of 
atomic weapons. 


Kennedy's Advice

He said we should get

We 
bounced, dodged some houses and 
crashed into a haystack. 


"The pilot of that plane deserves 


every bit of credit for the mar- 
velous way he got us down safely." 


Kastel, who was , returning to 


school after his Christmas vaca- 
tion, said he heard a woman 
screaming "My baby, my baby!" 
in the darkened plane. 


"I looked around and saxv the 


baby," Kastel said, "grabbed it 
and made my way out. Just as I 
got out, the plane burst into flames 
and after a minute it exploded." 


The safety of the passengers and 


crew was reported to Chicago 
lawn police by Thelma Dennis, 
stewardess on the flight, a few 
minutes after the forced landing.

President Truman will give the 
nation's highest military decora- 
tion next Tuesday to the wife of 
First Lt. Frederick F. Henry, who 
is missing after a heroic rearguard 
stand in Korea. 


Truman will present the Con- 


gressional Medal of Honor, in a 
White House ceremony, to Mrs. 
Lavon Henry, of Salt Lake City. 
It will be the first such award to 
result from the Korean fighting. 


Lt. Henry, 33, was last seen, 


painfully wounded and with a col- 
lection of weapons taken 
from 


fallen men, holding off a North 
Korean attack near Amdong Sept. 
1, while his men withdrew to 
safety. 


The White House has also an- 


nounced the medal will be con- 
ferred on Maj. Gen. William F. 
Dean, who disappeared last July 
in Korea. That award has not yet 
been made.

Well, one reaso.i certainly 
was based on Formosa's strategic 
value. MacArthur wanted Chiang's 
forces to defend Formosa at all 
costs. 


Formosa Strategic 


It will be recalled that the stra- 


>Jegic importance of Formosa was 
emphasized in MacArthur's sensa- 
tional message to the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars last August. He de- 
Bcribed Formosa as a key spot in 


a "natural" defense line of islands 
in the Pacific from which "we can 
dominate with air power every 
Asiatic port from Vladivostok to 
Singapore." 


That was one seemingly good 


reason, but there was another 
which was rather soft-pedaled. 
This was that the use of Chinese 
Nationalist troops in Korea might 
produce quick intervention by the 
Chinese Communists with their 
millions of fighting men. It might 
precipitate another world war, 


Dangerous Question 


Nobody in the U. N. or in Wash- 


ington or in Korea wanted to talk 
much about these political con- 
siderations which were so poten- 
tially dangerous. The situation 
was made more delicate by the 
'fact that Britain—one of the para- 
mount western allies—had recog- 
nized the Red government in Pei- 
ping. 


The picture takes on a different 


complexion, however, with 
the 


assault by a titantic army of a 
million and a quarter Red Chinese 
on the relatively small U.N. Ko- 
rean force. The Peipmg Commu- 
nist government claims these sol- 
diers are "volunteers," but that 
story no longer will wash. Com- 
munist China is in the war. 


Therefore I believe we are like- 


ly to see the western powers and 
the United N a t i o n s as a whole 
taking a more f o r c e f u l stand 
There will be less shadoxv boxing.

'Barefoot Brigade9 Wades 
Streams to Save Koreans 


By HAL BOVLE 


Korean Front—(AP)—They call 


themselves "the icebox brigade" 
and "the frozen foot." 


They are 
the 
Eighth Army 


patrols who wade barefoot across 
icy streams into enemy territory 
to check on Red movements near 
the United Nations defense lines, 


These rugged allied heroes have 


been operating in freezing: weather 
by day and night along the entire 
150 mile battle front. 


Besides locating 
enemy posi- 


tions they have found evidence 
that the North 
Koreans 
have 


created army "vengeance squads" 
to track down and destroy freezing 
civilian refugees who helped or 
had contact with the U. N. forces 
in any way. In some cases the 
death squad uses girl spies to 
locate and trap victims. 


Saved 8 Civilians 


One such daring patrol that 


crossed half 
a 
dozen 
frozen 


streams was led by Maj. Walter 
Simonovitch, a former semi-pro 
football player from Larksville, 
Pa. The patrol saved eight Ko- 
rean civilians marked for execu- 
tion. 


"To ford the stream you have 


to take off your shoes and socks, 
wade over, then dry your feet on 
the 
other 
side—otherwise you 


freeze," said Simonovitch. 


"Soon after \ve got across at 


daylight we sighted a small group 
of enemy soldiers on the crest of a j 
hill about 400 yards away. They ! 
fired at us and we fired at them. 
But we had to be careful as we 
could see there 
were 
civilians 


among them." 


When Simonovitch and his men ! 


scattered and began working up 
the hill, the enemy fled, leaving- 
eight civilian youth behind. 


The patol led the happy fugi- 


tives across the river to safety. 


"The Reds aJso have 
women 


agents working for them now- 
regular Mata Haris," said the 
Major. 


A Lonely Death 


The night patrols in winter are 


particularly 
uncomfortable 
and 


perilous. The soldiers who go on 
them know if they are wounded 
in a fire fight with the enemy 
there is strong likelihood their 
comrades won't be able to bring 
them back. 
And it is a lonely 


way to die—to freeze slowly in a 
darkened land with 
no 
friend 


near. 


For the eerie nature of such 


scouting — the thrill of pitting 
themselves 
against 
the enemy 


man and enemy winter — hold a 
lure for certain soldiers. 
Danger 


is their bread.

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Bill Threatens GI Insurance Rights 
Of 10 Million World War II Veterans 


By DOUGLAS LARSEX 


Washington 
— An estimated 


10,000,000 World War II veterans 
are in danger of losing their GI 
insurance rights. 


This threat is contained in a 


bill which was passed by the 
House during the final special ses- 
sion of the Sis: Congress 
Al- 


though it didn't pass the Senate, it 
is all set for reintroduction and 
quick passage by the new 82nd 
Congress. 


The bill also marks a sharp cut- 


back from the World War II 
standard in the amount of bene- 
fits to be given many Korean vets 
and all future veterans. 


It would give a free $10,000 


policy to every man in service.. 
And it would permit every vet- 
eran who had been made unin- 
surable by his service to buy a 
non-participating 
GI policy for 


the future. 


But it would not permit the 


vast majority of veterans to hang 
onto their government insurance 
after they get out of servcie. Vet- 
erans organizations consider GI 
insurance, after service, to b$ one 
of the most valuable benefits 
which Uncle Sam has provided. 
This benefit has also been used as 
a prime recruiting argument by 
the services. * * * 


Ifce most serious impact of the 


bill, however, would be on the 


estimated 10,000,000 World War 
U veterans whose GI policies have 
expired, but who have the right 
under present law to get new GI 
policies in the future. The bill 
which passed the House before 
Christmas eliminates that right 
by prohibiting the issuance of any 
more National Service Life In- 
surance policies.

While the men are in serv- 
ice they would have free protec- 
tion. But as soon as they got out 
they would have to buy insur- 
ance from a private company if 
they wanted it. 


The insurance experts of the 


veterans organizations hope some 
compromise will be worked out. 
They are for the free insurance 
while the men are in service, 
which would also be given the 
survivors of the Korean 
dead. 


And they might go along with 
having insurance end with a man's 
discharge. But they hope that the 
10,000,000 veterans who have been 
thinking they could get a new GI 
policy any time they wanted it 
will not be cheated out of this 
right. 


Government Will Help to 
Build Gty Bomb Shelters 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Jan. 4—(AP) — 


Congress seems to have settled 
the problem of bombshelters with- 
out a major explosion. Very neat- 
ly done. 


It had to consider the bomb- 


shelter business before it passed 
a bill this week to set up a na- 
tional civil defense program. 


This much was clear all along-: 
The government was going to 


have to chip in money to help 
cities and states build 
shelters 


where needed. 


Will Spend One Billion 


So, in the next three years, 


with the blessing of congress, the 
government will have $1,125,000,- 
BOO of this chip-in money to spend 
on shelters. 


(In turn, cities and states will 


have to match with 
money of 


their own every cent they get 
from the government, penny for 
penny.) 


For example: If it's agreed a 


certain shelter will cost $500,000, 
the government will put up $250,- 
000 and a state $250,000. 


So far everything seems just 


clear and simple. Xo trouble. No 
problem, really. But 
then 
the 


whole thing got mixed up with 
the traffic problem. 


A city with bad traffic jams 


could relieve itself quite a bit if 
it built a huge parking garage. 


Possible Combination 


But how nice it would be, in 


more ways than one, if a city 
could build a combination shelter- 
garage. You can see why: 


Long after the emergency pass- 


ed, if it passed, the city still could 
use the garage for parking. More 
than that. 


In time the garage would pay 


—for itself since every motorist 
who parked there would have to 
pay a fee. 


Such a garage would be a self- 


liquidating project, as business- 
men say. 


But you can see how doubly 


nice it would be if the federal gov- 
ernment chipped in to help a city 
build a combination shelter-ga- 
rage, thus relieving a traffic prob- 
lem and a shelter problem. 


But c o n g r e s s hemmed-and- 


hawed over the idea of letting a 
city have government money to 
build itself a self-liquidating pro- 
jects. 


Still, strangely 
enough, cities 


will be able to get some of that 
federal money to turn garages 
into bombshelters. 


Seems 
like 
a contradiction? 


Well, try it another way: 


Take San Francisco as an ex- 


ample: 


That city won't be able to go to 


the government and say: "We 
want to build a combination shel- 
ter-garage that will cost $10,500,- 
000. 
So you put up half, and we'll 


put up half." 


But San Francisco can put this 


proposition to the government: 


"We want to build a big garage 


that will cost $10,000,000. 
For 


another $500,000 we can fix it so 


that it wil be a bombshelter, too." 


In a case like that, under the 


law, 
the government can give San 


Francisco $250,000—provided the 
city puts up the other half of the 
$500,000. 


Although the garage itself, if 


built by the city of San Fran- 
cisco, might pay for itself in f 
few years through parking fees, 
the government wouldn't have had 
a hand in building such a self- 
liquidating spot. 


Its help would have been limit- 


ed to making the self-liquidating 
spot bomb-proof.
